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Are Blacks on 
‘hit list’ at. 
Ohio Health ~ 
Department?

The Ohio Department of Health is 
meving ahead with the staffing and plan 
to implement “an aggressive, depart- 
ment-wide EEO program," a department 
Spokesperson said recently 

But an employee in the department, 
who did not wish his name to be used for 
fear of: reprisals, continued:to assert that 
nothing in the department had changed, 
and asserted that there was a "hit list" of 
Black employees who were to be ousted 

The debate over the continuing 
problems in the Department of Health 
Swirled around a story in the Columbus 
Dispatch which noted that no equal 
employment opportunity coordinator had 
been appointed for the department in the 
seven months since the former occupant 
of that position, Richard Blackenberry, 
had been ousted, This was despite two 
reports in the interim, both of which 
raised the issue of discrimination in the 
hiring and promotional practices of the 
‘Department of Health, . 

The investigations were sparked by a 
petition, signed by 57 Black employees 
“of the Deparment ard gent to ~ 
Attorney General Lee Fisher in 
. alleging discrimination and racial 
ity in the Department of Health 
Nhe Equal Opportunity Center in- 
vestigalethe Department of Health, and 
alleged discrimination 
An internal, ad-hoc committee to in- 

vestigate the employees’ ‘claims 

developed a number of recommenda- 
tions, including improved efforts by 
management to recruit minorities and 
females; providing supervisors training in 
supervisory skills, diversity, and sexual 
harassment; and hire a full-time EEO 
officer with sufficient staff, who will have 
access to the director of the Department 

of Health . 

In addition, at least 15 complaints al- 
leging discrimination had been filed with 
the Ohio Civil Rights Commission and 

—_the.U-S..Equal.EmploymentOpportunity 

Commission. However, the state’s Equal 

Opportunity Center was uninvolved with 

the current proceedings, because no 

complaints had been filed with that office, 

EOC coordinator Booker Tall said 

Director Peter Somani was "very con- 
cerned” about the allegations raised last 
year, said health spokesperson David 
Yost. Although Yost argued that “the 
number of incidents that have come to 
light isn’t indicative ‘of a system-wide 
problem," Somani was still disturbed by 
the allegations raised by the 
department's Black employees. 

"There is a perception that there are 
barriers, that there_is distrust in the 
department," Yost said. “The director 
takes the allegations-seriously, and the 
perception seriously,” 

According to Yost, the department has 
tentatively hired’a new EEO officer, sub- 

~—. ject to the passing of a background 
check, who will be on board shortly. The 
new EEO chief will have the respon- 
sibility “to implement an aggressive, 
department-wide EEO. program" which 
will address the areas of deficiency out- 
lined in the reports, Yost said 

The director has also made a number 
of personnel moves, including the firing 
of four top health department officials -- 
one of whom was Yost, the department's 
spokesperson, However, Somani said 
that the action had nothing to do with the 
allegations which had raged around the 
leadership of the department. *

Using this strategy, the NAACP 
was able to force the admission of 
a Black into the Maryland Law 
Séhool, by arguing that the state 
had failed to create an equal law 
schoo! tor Blacks wishing to pur- 
sue the law, and to force Blacks 
into the University of Texas Law 
Sehool after the Texas officials 
had attempted to create a law 
school consisting of little more 
than one decrepit room at the all- 
Black Prairie View State College. 
However, in one of the 
NAACP’s -- and Marshall's -- most 
controversial moves, the decision 
was made to pursue the eradica- 
tion of segregation itself -- a direct 
attack on the Plessy decision, . 
in the debate on the crucial 
Brown case, when asked what 
equal" meant by then-Supreme 
Court Justice Felix Frankfurter, 
Marshall replied it meant “receiv- 
ng the same thing, at the same 
time, and in the same place.” 
Marshall is clearly most noted 
forthe Brown case, Buthe argued 
32 cases before the U.S. Supreme 
Court, and won 29 of them, includ- 
ing_14 during his tenure as chief 
counsel for the NAACP 
Among his victories before the 
high court were rulings which 
eliminated the white-only primary 
in Texas, and barred enforcement 
of “restrictiye covenants" which 
prohibited whites from selling their 
houses to Blacks 
Durham, recalled that Marshall 
had come to Columbus in 1938 or 
1939.when the NAACP brought its 
national convention to Columbus 
He reported about the: status- of 
Black.soldiers in Korea 
Referring to Marshall's reputa- 
tion, despite his great legal stat- 
ure, as a simple, down-to-earth 
man, one of Durham's memories 
of the great civil rights lawyer was 
his willingness to pitch in and help 
withthe manual labor of the con- 
yention, “There was Thurgood 
‘ Marshall; from the national staff, 
helping to unload materials," Dur- 
ham recalled 
The litigation course upon 
which Marshall took the NAACP 
was extraordinarily successful in 
its time, But in an era when the 
U.S. Supreme Court is controlled 
by doctrinaire conservatives -- 
and with the death of its most ar- 
ticulate defender -- is litigation still 
a feasible approach? Durham 
believes it is 
"It’s still necessary to a consid- 
atable degree," Durham said, par- 
ticularly in areas where school 
segregation -- by housing patterns 
if not law -- is stilfpracticed 
Whatever happens, Thurgood 
Marshall's: place in history is 
secure. He helped. destroy 
segregation in America, by forcing 
the nation to obey its own laws

Marshall, ‘man of action’

x-Justice Thurgood Marshall's 
impact on the legal profession's ap- 
proach to civil rights will be remem- 
bered long after he is gone. His 
death on Sunday, Jan. 24 was 
greeted with deep sadness from a 
broad range of Columbus resr- 
Jents: 

While he will undoubtedly be 
best remembered for his pioneer- 
ing work in breaking down the bar- 
ners of racial segregation 
Marshall's impact on the law will be 
remembered. for another reason

Even Reece's sister, 
Shirley Williams, from DeKald, II- 
linois, made the swearing-in 
ceremony. 

"My job is not just to come to the 
courthouse," said Reece, "but tobe 
involved in the community. | never 
thought | would be the first. I'm 
proud to be the first elected to 
Common Pleas. My aim is to be the 


best that | can be because | owe 
that to a lot of people." 

McGee was sworn in by Judge 
Janet Jackson. McGee, who won 
her Domestic Court judge seat by 
defeating Incumbent Judge Clifford 
Cloud, said her swearing in was 
particular meaningful to her be- 
cause of the enthusiastic. support 
she received from her community.

| Action at Health 


tis not often that an agency's internal inves- 

tigatory mechanisms indict the agency for 

serious shortcomings in any area. Itis tothe 
Ohio Department of Health's credit that a report 
produced by the department was critical of what 
it found as widespread discrimination within the 
Department of Health. Most agencies will not 
undergo that type of self-scrutiny in any mean- 
ingful way, 


However, in the past several months, the 
department has done nothing to adequately ad- 
dress the issues which have been raised, The 
department's failure to appoint an equal employ- 
ment opportunity coordinator -- to a. position that 
has been vacated for seven months -- reflects a 
laggafdly response to the disctimination con- 
cerns of employees. 

We aré pleased that the Department of Health 
is finally beginning to move on the employees’ 
concerns. According to a department 
spokesperson, an EEO ‘coordinator has been 
identified and, apparently, will soon be hired to 
Implement what he called “an aggressive, 
tepartment-wide EEO program." 


That employee will need to have the ear of the 
director. He or she will also need to. have the 
freedom to make meaningful recommendations 
for change, and the power within the system to 
implement those changes. ‘ 

The current leadership of the department of 
health has said that the problems within the 
department are of long standing,.and do not 
totally reflect on its current director, Dr. Peter 
.Somani, who arrived jonly eight months ago. 
The department spokesperson also asserted 
that the perception of the problems within the 
department is worse than the reality 

But that is not the sense among the 
department's Black employees. Thus far, there 
are continuing complaints within the system 
from Black employees that they do not have the 
opportunities and access oftheir white counter- 
parts, 

Itis clear that something aggressive needs to 
be done. We hope that Dr. Somani -- and Dr. 
Somani’s boss, Gov. Voinovich -- will aggres- 
sively monitor the implementation of an affirm- 
ative action plan for this department.

When Govefnor George : 
Voinovich held a press briefing 
about the crisis in the states 
medicaid budget, there was aclear 
directive he gave to the assembled 
reporters: explain where the prob- 
lem is 

Medicaid is called the "pac man 
of state governments” because it 
eats up all additional state dollars 
In the pastT0 years, as the cost of 
living has gone up 48 percent and 
state government spending overall ~ ; 
has risen about 120 percent. medicaid spending has 
exploded by 237.2 percent . 

This health care program for low-income families 
has often been stigmatized by the "welfare" tag. Its 
explosive cost increases, some would feel. have been 
driven by hoards of poor Black families bumping up the 
costs 

It is that view which Voinovich is trying to combat 

"The average perception is that it’s the welfare 
women-and.children.that are getting the benefit’ of 
increased medicaid spending, the governor said 
“That's not the case.” 

In a chart-filled presentation about the crisis. the 
governor showed that; 14 percent of those on medicaid 
-- mostly the womien and children -- use no benefits in 
an average year: that 66 percent of thase on medicaid 
(again those poor women and children) -use only 14 
percent of the medicaid program expenditures: that the 
average expenditure of those poor women and 
children who do use the medicaid program is S500 per 
person -- a comparatively small amount; and that only 
5.7 percent of the state's medicaid beneficiaries con- 
sume 50 percent of the benefits 

Mark Real of the-@hildrens Defense Fund noted 
that, even among the medicaid population who are 
children, “the majority are white, not Black.’ Changes 
in-the program four years ago which expanded it to 
include low-income working families have slightly 
shifted the racial demographics of the program. Real 
said 

But even these children are not the real expenditure 
problem 

The engine of medicaid growth in Ohio -- as nation- 
ally -- are primarily elderly whites, form whom the state 
is paying between $17,000 per year and $49,000 per 
year in nursing home care Leal 

Robert Applebaum of the Scripps Gerontology Cen- 
ter at Miami University noted that, nationally, the nurs- 
ing.home population is overwhelmingly (75 percent) 
female and also overwhelmingly white 

'A small. percentage -- a couple of percent -- of 
minorities (are) using nursing homes," Applebaum 
said 

There are two reasons for this: Blacks are less likely 
to live to old age, and Blacks are underrepresented 
among those in nursing homes

The color of thé nursing home population has little 
to do with the benefits that are properly due to the 
citizens of the state and nation. But it does have much 
to do with the perception of the problem 

The debate over "entitlement" programs, both na- 
tionally. and_in.Ohio..is often colored by the issues of 
race and poverty. Atleast since the 19605, the percep- 
tion-of welfare programs has been that their 
beneficiaries are primarily Black; that these Blacks are 
the "undeserving" poor who could get jobs and take 
themselves. off the programs; and that these 4n- 
dividuals are’abusing the free system, often taking care 
that they do not deserve " 

The reality, as the numbers point out, is far more 
complicated. Many of those in nursirig homes are no 
longer poor; in fact, the governor told of nursing homes 
which provide assistance to individuals entering the 
nursing homes as "private-pay" patients to teach them 
how to get rid of their assets so they can use the state's 
medicaid program to pay for their care 

The governor recognizes thal it is important -- but 
also difficult -- to change the culture in order to gain 
control over medicaid costs. He is willing to address 
the issue because he believes that medicaid costs can 
be controlled -- “if people understand what this is 
talking about, and where the dollars are going.” 

At the same time, Voinovich said, many of those 
voters feel they are “entitled” to paid nursing home care 
despite their middle-class (or even upper-class) status. 

"People say. ‘| paid taxes all my life." and thus 
deserve to receive the benefit of the state welfare 
program, Voinovich said 

And that is part of the prablem. It is much easierfor 
white voters, the legislators they elect, to tighten:\down 
the eligibility and benefits for programs which benefit 
poor Blacks than for those same legislators to address 
the “entitlement” of an overwhelmingly white and mid- 
die-class population. And until that is addressed head- 
on, there will be complaints about the costs of the 
medicaid program. and little willingness -- except. it 
must be noted, by the governor -- to get’a real handle 
onit e

During the 1991-92 school year, (Fiscal 1992 for 
state agencies), the Lottery transferred more than 
$641.7 million to primary and secondary education 
in Ohio, That may sound like a Jot of money, but it 
makes up only about eight percent of the more than 
$8.3 billion the schools need to operate 

That means the Lottery pays for the education of 
about eight of every 100 children, The federal 
government pays for about six children, the state 
pays for about 36 children, and you, the local schoot 
district taxpayer, pays for the other 50 children 

Each year. all Lottery profits -- 100 percent -. go 
to education. Since the Lottery began in 1975, we 
have transferred about’$4.8 billion to the schools, 
through the Lottery Profits Education Fund. While

We must remember 
the separate drinking fountains 
which symbolized our lower rank 
in society, We must remember our 
battle for the right-to vote regard- 
less of race or gender. We must 
remember the dark past of 
segregated schools. We must 
remember! |t is this crucial ele- 
ment of our heritage which will 
keep us working toward equality in 
a ‘non-violent manner. 

African-Americans have won 
many battles and they have done 
it without violence. The youth of 
today must continue this and one 
day we shall have justice. Dr. King 
once said, “We must continue to 
move on, our. self-respect is at 
stake: the prestige of our nation is 
at stake. We must keep moving 
with wise restraint and love and 
with proper diScipline and dignity." 
He was determined to break 
through the barrier of hate which 
stood between Blacks and whites. 
He also took a stand against the 
dark evils of police brutality and 
fought with diligence against in- 
Stitutionalized inequity. Dr. King's 
outlook was that of a righteous 
man. He envisioned all the people 
of the world standing together on 
the road to brotherhood. 

Dr. King reminded African- 
Americans to stop occasionally, 
and acknowledge the long tedious 
journey that they, as a people

have traveled. He wanted them to 
rise from the valley of hate and 
despair to the mountaintop of trust 
and assurance.

This year the writ- 
ings will include a diversity of African 
Americans such as Michael Jordan, 
Michael Jackson, Magic Johnson, Lena 
Horne to Frederick Douglas, and a host 
of others. At the end of the project, 
students writings K-12 are selected and 
printed in book form.

Do we know 
our duty to the 
environment? 


The powerful poetic musing Maya Angelou 


so eloquently presented+o the nationiadeed- 


the world, at President Bill Clinton's inaugura- 
tion prompted flashbacks in my own mind to 
my days as a student in the early. to mid- 
seventies ‘ 

| and my fellows were in our late teens, 
early twenties, We had just come through 
the very turbulent sixties, following behind the 
likes of Bill. Clinton and his Baby-Boomer 
cohorts 

We felt that the world’ we inherited had 
changed totally from whatever it: was before 
we got here. Circumstances had changed us 
in ways we could not comprehensively 
describe. Ours was. the decade during which 
so much about the status quo was chal- 
lenged that one wondered if the "Age of 
Aquarius" hadn't dawned right before our 
very eyes? 

We sought truth, honesty, a New World 
Order, Way back then. We debated whether 
Paradise Lost could ever be found. We were 
environmentally sensitive, we thought, and 
politically_correct 

We were liberals and it was correct to be 
that way back then. No apologies, We 
believed in "doing our own thing," "expressing 
ourselves" however we saw fit. We were a 
fearless lot 

What we did not realize in our youthful 
haste to embrace our new world was that our 
ideals would have to go through the genera- 
tional sieve. We would be filtered there like 
the "mastodon", all and everybody that had 
gone before us e 

We listened often to the same environ- 
mentally-sensitive admonitions as those run 
ning throughout Angelou's poem. Many of 
the imperatives associated with our world 
then had a certain “anti-capitalist" sense to 
them, the kind only a sixties-type liberal could 
appreciate fully. 

Says Angelou, "your armed struggles for 
profit have left collars of waste upon my 
shore, currents of debris upon my breast." In 
that passage and the repeated references to 
‘pbrutishness,” "starving for gold", etc., there 
is a sense of the urgency for us, captains of 
our destinies today, to restore the earth to its 
pristine charm, when it “and the tree and the 
rock were one," 

Back in the seventies, | developed a deep 
respect for the "wildcat" reporters that spread 
their ink on the pages of Mother Jones, a 
magazine that, to this day, spares no one and 
nothing. In this month's issue.of Mother 
Jones is a scathing attack upon the Toxic Ten 
America’s Truant Corporations. The en- 
vironmental impact records of some of the 
largest companies in the U.S. are put forward 
in a special pullout section 

We all know the names--DuPont, Rock- 
well, General Motors, General Electric, 
Georgia Pacific, Cargill, Maxxam, USX, 
Exxon, Ciba-Geigy, the latter being a Swiss- 
based agrochemrcal and drug multinational 
corporation 

One way to look at what these companies 
are doing is, infact, to charge that they seem 
to consider polluting rivers, streams--the en- 
vironment, a necessity of doing business 
The waste that they produce, however, is 
often the result of their attempts"%6 deliver, 
profitably, the goods and services most of us 
have come to expect. The company is no 
more guilty than the buyer. 

We like our creature comforts, the stuff the 
“offenders” produce. We have to have those 
comforts or life-is not worth living. We are, by 
and large, too busy to analyze how the 
products we consume got put together. If we 
did, we would then have to determine what 
the alternative sources are for fulfilling the 
same need. We like the stuff, and | honestly 
believe we ail wish it could be had without 
the environmental consequences of produc- 
ing it 

aA relatively new field of investment alter- 
natives is available to anyone who does not 
wish to have their hard-earned dollars used 
to support the capital needs of those who 
have environmentally offensive records, So- 
cially responsible investing, as the area is 
called, has come into its own even after the 
nay-sayers early in the history of this move- 
ment wondered if such options were really 
capable of producing financial rewards 

What socially responsible investment 
managers have done is to demonstrate that 
it is possible to be socially sensitive, environ- 
mentally sensitive, and still make money. 
Somehow, | think Maya Angelou would sup- 
port such a movement. Profit-making, of and 
by itself, is not an inherently evil: concept as 
far as | any concerned 

When we say "good morning", as Angelou 
suggests. we must also realize that profit- 
making is one of the strengths. that makes 
America America.. Fortunately, it is possible 
to be environmentally sensitive and make 
money. Your-friendly stock broker should 
have some ideas along these lines.® 
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Job evaluations can cause serious defamation lawsuits 


FROM THE INDUSTRIAL ASSOCIA- 
TION OF OHIO'S The Communicator 
A finding of detamation of character is 


justified where a supervisor’ circulates 
false information about an employee to 
other managers, even in the form of ajob 
evaluation, the Indiana Supreme court 
has ruled 

For defamation of character to occur, 
“injurious falsehoods" about an in- 
dividual must be “published"--i.6., com- 
municated to a third party. In the case in 
which this ruling occurred, an employee 
filed a'defamation ‘suit after he was fired 


as a result of several unfavorable evalua- 
tions by his supervisor. The employee 
claimed that evaluation information was 
“published,” since it was seen by other 
management personnel 

According to the court, several states 
view the circulation of documents within 
the workplace as an employer merely 
communicating with itself, which would 
not satisfy the requirement’ that 
defamatory matter be published. These 
include. Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nevada, Ok-

Let's face It, Uncle Sam will only allow 
taxpayers to.take medical deductions 
that would be considered unusually high 
or catastrophic. The basic rule says that 
qualified medical expenses may be 
deducted once they exceed 7.5% of ad- 
justed grossincome, Atthis rate, a family 
with adjusted gross income of $45,000 
must pay medical expenses in excess of 
$3,375 (7.5% x $45,000) before any 
deduction could begin

When you make improvements to 
your home for medical reasons, Uncle 
Sam says you may write off all or a 
portion of the cost, The amount yqu 
deduct depends on how much your im- 
provements increase the Value of your 
home.

Suppose your doctor tells you to pur- 
chase a whirlpool hot tub at a cost of

lation a real estate appraiser tells you 
that your property has increased in 
market value by $500. You may deduct 
$2,000:as a medical deduction, That is, 
$2,500 cost of the hot tub less the $500 
increase in the value of your home 

Of course, if you are audited, the IRS 
will almost always request a copy of your 
doctor's recommendation to acquire the 
improvement 

Make sure you get a letter from your 
doctor before spending any money.

that's not a matter of my inde- 
pendent judgment, There are couri 
decisions that say "these are what 
constitute a moral obligation." 

So Ron [O'Brien, city attorney) 
gave us an opinion that said there 
isn't an contractual legal obligation 
to make an additional payment for 
the work that has been done.

The Marauders 
have beeh in post-season play for each 
of,the past 10 years and have a record 
of 11-4 in NAIA championship playoff 
competition since 1987 

"In spite of what it appears, we don't 
like close games," Billy Joe said during 
the team’s statehouse visit. "In this most 
recent game, our guys showed how 
tough and gutsy they are. They showed 
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» they. have a strong desire to win and 


dedication to our football program."
